N THIS, MY FIRST ANNUAL REPORT AS HEALTH OFFICER OF YOUR CITY, 
| CALL UPON YOU TO CONTINUE THAT OUTSTANDING COOPERATION WHICH BOTH THE 
GENERAL PUBLIC AND THE PHYSICIANS OF OUR CITY HAVE GIVEN TO THE DEPART- 
MENT FOR MANY YEARS. 


AS І PREPARE THE STORY FOR 1951, | REALIZE HOW DIFFICULT. IT 
WILL BE TO IMPROVE THE CONDITIONS REFLECTED IN THE REPORT, AND CANNOT 
BUT FEEL PROUD THAT MY FIRST REPORT SHOULD ВЕ ON SUCH A LEVEL. 


PRACTICALLY EVERY HEALTH RATE BY WHICH THE DEPARTMENT CAN ВЕ 
MEASURED WAS ENCOURAGING, WE HAD THE LOWEST INFANT MORTALITY RATE EVER 
RECORDED; THE TUBERCULOSIS MORTALITY FELL 20% GELOW THE PREVIOUS LOW 
RECORD; MATERNAL MORTALITY REACHED A RECORD LOW, АМО THE PERCENTAGE OF 
DEATHS OVER 65 WAS THE HIGHEST EVER.

NEWARK'S HEALTH -- 1951 


DURING THE PAST YEAR SICKNESS AND DEATH RATES IN NEWARK CONTINUED TO BE EX- 
CELLENT AND THOSE RATES CONSIDERED TO BE THE MOST SIGNIFICANT IN DETERMINING PUBLIC 
HEALTH, AGAIN SET "LOWEST EVER" RECORDS, NAMELY INFANT, TUBERCULOSIS AND MATERNAL 
MORTALITY. | SUCH RECORDS ARE NOT MERE COINCIDENT, ONLY BY CONTINUED, ENERGETIC АМО 
INTELLIGENT EXPENDITURE OF EFFORT CAN THEY BE IMPROVED OR EVEN CONTINUED. 


THERE WERE 5,161 DEATHS FROM ALL CAUSES IN 1951 INCLUDING 912 NON-RESIDENTS 
WHO DIE IN NEWARK HOSPITALS, THIS GAVE US A CRUDE MORTALITY RATE OF 11.5 PER 1070РОР- 
ULATION, OR THE SAME AS IN 1950 AND SLIGHTLY LESS THAN THE NORMAL RATE FOR THE PAST 
TEN YEARS, 


BIRTHS NUMBERED 14,020 DURING THE YEAR OR А RATE OF 31,6 PER 1999 POPULATION, 
THIS 18 A CHANGE FROM THE SLOW DECLINE EACH YEAR SINCE THE HIGH PEAK OF 1947, THE 
BIRTH RATE HAD RAPIDLY INCREASED FROM THE LOWEST RATE EVER RECORDED WHICH WAS 15.8 IN 
1936 UNTIL IT REACHED THE HIGH PEAK OF 14,710 OR А BIRTH RATE OF 33.1 IN 1947, IT THEN

TO REDUCE THAT RATE 508, AND IT WAS REACHED IN 1932 WHEN IT FELL BELOW 50, IN 1937 IT

PORTION OF OUR ENTIRE BUDGET (MORE THAN 25%, OR $375,000) 1S USED FOR THE WEDICAL CARE OF 
THE SICK POOR. THIS INCLUDES ALL OF THAT WORK OTHER THAN CARE OF PATIENTS ACTUALLY IN 
HOSPITALS. Іт PROVIDED MORE THAN 8,000 VISITS TO HOMES BY PHYSICIANS, АМО INCIOENTALLY 
THE FAMILY HAD THEIR CHOICE OF PHYSICIANS; ANO 4,341 HOME VISITS BY NURSES OF THE VISITING 
NURSE ASSOCIATION WERE PAID FOR. WE CONDUCT A CITY DISPENSARY PROVIDING TREATMENT FOR 
PRACTICALLY EVERY CONDITION, WITH MORE THAN 60,099 TREATMENTS 44,809 FREE PRESCRIPTIONS. 
DENTAL CLINICS ARE PROVIDED NOT ONLY FOR ADULTS BUT FOR ALL POOR OWILDFEN IN THIS CITY 
INCLUDING BOTH PUBLIC АМО PAROCHIAL SCHOOL CHILDREN, THESE DENTAL CLINICS FOR CHILOREN 
ARE LOCATED IN 19 DIFFERENT NEIGHBORHOODS OF THE CITY, 


INFANT MENTAL HYGIENE QUR CHILO HYGIENE NURSES MADE 91,484 HOME CALLS AT WHICH 
THEY NOT ONLY SEE THAT THE MOTHER HAS THE SERVICES OF А 
PEDIATRICIAN, OR VISITS А BABY-STATION IF THEY CANNOT AFFORD TO PAY A DOCTOR, BUT ALSO 
то INSTRUCT AS TO DIET, SANITARY FEEDING PRACTICES, IMMUNIZATION AND MANY OTHER PHYSICAL 
MATTERS. THEY EVEN INSTRUCT THE MOTHERS SO THAT THEY MAY RECOGNIZE ANO PROPERLY HANDLE 
UNUSUAL BEHAVIOR PROBLEMS, WHICH, IF NOT HANDLED INTELLIGENTLY AND SCIENTIFICALLY, WOULD 
OFTEN RESULT IN JUVENILE DELINQUENCY AND WARPED ADULT PERSONALITIES, ALL THOSE NURSES

AMONG THESE, WERE INSPECTIONAL VISITS, ENGINEERING STUDIES АМО DETERMINATIONS AND NURS- 
ING VISITS. 


A TOTAL OF 9,716 VISITS WERE WADE, THIS TOTAL INCLUDED 6,810 INSPEOTIONAL 
VISITS, 1,192 VISITS BY THE DIVISION'S TWO NURSES, 714 VISITS BY THE INDUSTRIAL HYGIENE
